In particular 
embodiments alkenyl aromatic compounds comprise styrcne, alpha-methyl styrcne, 2- 
mcthylstyrenc, 3-meihylstyronc, 4-mclhylstyicne, 2-t-bulylstyrene, 3-t-butylstyrcnc, 4-t- 
butylstyrenc, styrencs having from 1 to 5 halogen substitucnts on the aromatic ring, and the like, 
and combinations thereof. Conjugated dieucs comprise butadiene, isoprene and the like, The 
resinous copolymer, and in particular the dienc-dcrived structural units of the copolymer, may be 
hydrogenalcd or imhydrogenalcd. Suitable resinous copolymers may include those with linear, 
slnr, diblock, triblock or radial structure. The resinous copolymer comprising an alkenyl 
aromatic compound and a conjugated dicne may be a random copolymer, a partial random 
copolymer or a block copolymer such as, but not limited to, an A-B, A-13-A or A-B-A-B block 
copolymer wherein "A" and "B" represent an alkenyl aromatic compound and a conjugated dicne 
block respectively, In some particular embodiments suiLable resinous copolymers comprise 
structural units derived from styrcne and at least one conjugated dicne, illustrative examples of 
which include, but arc not limited to, polystyrcne-b-poly(butadicnc) copolymer (SB); 
polystyrenc-b-poly(iaopronc)-b-polystyrcnc copolymer (SIS); polystyrenc-b-poly(butadicnc)-b- 
polystyrcne copolymer (S13S); polystyicne-b-poly(cthylcnc-propylcne)-b-polystyrene copolymer 
(SGPS); poIystyiene-h-poly(elhylcne-butylcnc)-b-polystyi'ene copolymer (SEBS); and 
polyslyrene-b-poly(cthylciK-cd^ Suitable 
resinous copolymers typically comprise about 10-80 wL% or 12-70 wt% or 12-65 wt.% 
structural units derived from an alkenyl aromatic compound such as styrcne. In a particular 
embodiment suitable resinous copolymers for use in blends with polyurcthanc-comprising 
adhesives comprise elastomeric polystyrcnc-b-poly(styrene-butadiene)-b-polystyrenc copolymer 
(S-S/B-S) block copolymers containing a statistical S/B sequence and containing up to about 65 
vvt. % slructural units derived from styrenc. Illustrative examples of S-S/B-S block copolymers 
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include STYROFLEX available from BASl- Corporation. In a particular embodiment a suitable 
S-S/rt-S block copolymer has a block length ratio of 15:70:15, wherein the S/B mid-bloclc is a 
stalislicftl or random copolymer of styrcne and buladicnc. 
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
